Dictionary.com joins Oxford English Dictionary in 
adding gender-neutral ‘Mx.’ (instead of Mr., Ms., Mrs.)

Among the words officially added to dictionary.com this week is “Mx.,” 


pronounced “mix” and defined as “a title of respect prefixed to a person’s surname: 


unlike Mr., Mrs., or Ms., it does not indicate gender and may be used by a person 


with any or no specific gender identity.” 


“It’s one in a line of gender-related terms 
we’ve been updating,” dictionary.com lexi- 
cographer Jane Solomon told me. “Especially 
as people are talking more openly about 
gender and want to be more informed on the 
topic and the correct language to use. In our 
last update, we edited agender, bigender and 
gender-fluid.” 

(‘Agender,” according to dictionary.com, is 
“noting or relating to a person who does not 
have a specific gender identity or recog- 
nizable gender expression.” “Bigender” is 
“noting or relating to a person who has two 
gender identities or some combination of 
both.” “Gender-fluid” is “noting or relating 
to a person whose gender identity or gender 


expression is not fixed and shifts over time or 
depending on the situation.”) 

The Oxford English Dictionary added 
“Mx.” to its lineup earlier this year. 

“This is an example of how the English 
language adapts to people’s needs, with 
people using language in ways that suit them 
rather than letting language dictate identity 
to them,” OED assistant editor Jonathan 
Dent said in May. 

“Mx.” is one of more than 150 new words 
to join dictionary.com, the online reference 
that sees 5.5 billion searches per year. Also 
in the latest update are “fleek,” defined as 
“flawlessly styled, groomed, etc.”; “IRL,” 
meaning “in real life (in contrast with 


communication and interaction online or 

in a fictional situation)”; and my personal 
favorite, “sapiosexual” —“a person who finds 
intelligence to be a sexually attractive quality 
in others.” 

Unlike traditional dictionaries, dictionary. 
com updates its inventory of words quarterly, 
with a possible move to monthly updates in 
2016, Solomon said. 

“Because dictionary.com is a digital dic- 
tionary, we have the luxury of space,” she told 
me. “We have a very inclusive policy because 
we can.” 

While “IRI and “drunk text” (“to senda 
text message to someone while intoxicated”) 
are modern inventions, “Mx.” has been 
around for a few decades. The OED’s Dent 
told The Sunday Times it appeared as early 
as 1977 in the American magazine “Single 
Parent.” 

Several government bodies, banks and uni- 
versities in the United Kingdom offer “Mx.” 
as an alternative to “Mr.,” “Mrs.” and “Ms.” on 
official documents and drop-down menus, ac- 
cording to The Week, which offers a full list of 
institutions that include Mx. as an option. 


gender-neutral titles 


In August, a reader wrote to The Wash- 
ington Post’s civilities columnist, Steven 
Petrow, asking how widely Mx. is accepted. 
“When is it appropriate to use? For example, 
without knowing your preferred honorific, is 
it appropriate to address you as Mx. Petrow? 
How about Mx. Jenner for Caitlyn Jenner? Or 
should it be reserved for use with those people 
whose gender is unknown or unclear to me?” 

Petrow answered thusly: 

“Tf people want to be addressed as ‘Mx. 
Bond’ or ‘Mx. Tobia,’ then that’s how I would 
refer to them. That’s called respect. If pull- 
down menus on Web sites and intake forms 
continue to require titles such as Mr. and 
Ms., then it’s time to include Mx. in the mix. 

‘As for me, please call me ‘Steven Petrow,’ 
as I see few circumstances to use honorifics 
in this day and age. But because I identify as 
male, I do check ‘Mr’ on all those forms. Simi- 
larly, Caitlyn Jenner is a woman; please call her 
‘Ms. Jenner’ unless she says, ‘Call me Cait.’” 

There you have it. 

And I especially appreciate his line about 
respect, since that’s what titles are meant to 
confer in the first place.

NASHVILLE IN CHICAGO

Country singer-songwriter Ashley Monroe 
might have Nashville in her blood, but in re- 
cent years Chicago has become her second 
home. 

“Growing up in East Tennessee, New York 
City is really big for me, and I have trouble 
staying more than two or three days there,” 
said Monroe, 29, who lives in Chicago during 
the baseball season—at least when she’s not 
on tour (the musician is married to White Sox 
pitcher John Danks). “Chicago, to me, is the 
perfect big city. You can see the sky still, and 
the lake is right there. There’s amazing shop- 
ping and amazing food, and it doesn’t feel 
overwhelming.” 

If Monroe isn’t careful, the attention 
heaped on her by music fans could, though. 

Earlier this year, the singer, who has also 
recorded a pair of albums alongside Miranda 
Lambert and Angaleena Presley as Pistol 
Annies, released her third full-length, “The 
Blade,” a tender, triumphant effort that 
should earn her a place near the top of the 
country world. 


llove the first line on the record— 
“Wheels are gonna rust if they 
don’t turn enough.” Have you 
adopted those words as a life 
philosophy at this point? 

I really love that line, and I 
think about it all the time. It’s 
a good analogy, even if you’re 
just moving a little bit. 


Are you the kind of person who finds 

it difficult to hit pause? 

No, I don’t find it difficult to hit pause. I 
think I meant more in the bigger picture of 
life: You’ve gotta keep going ... and move past 
things. But I love to sit still when I can. 


So do you order your salad with extra toma- 
toes nowadays? [Earlier this year, a country 
radio consultant ignited a controversy when 
he said stations shouldn't play too many 
songs by female artists, noting they should 
be added sparingly, like tomatoes in a salad.] 
Oh, that’s funny. Nooo. That all came up, 
and it brought attention to the issue, which 

I thought it deserved. But I always say I like 
good music, whether it’s [from a] male or [a] 
female {artist}. 


Nashville does seem to have this songwrit- 
ing class of people like you and Jason Isbell 
who are finding commercial success outside 
of the commercial radio world. 

There’s definitely an audience showing up for 
that kind of music, and that’s great. There’s 


an audience for every kind of music. Jason 
Isbell, myself, Kacey [Musgraves], Chris 
Stapleton—I could go on and on. We’re defi- 
nitely finding our audience, or maybe they’re 
finding us. 


What do you think that audience is drawn to 
in that sound? 

I think people are hungry for something they 
can relate to; I know I am. We all sing about 
real-life things ... and when I hear things like 
that I know I can’t get enough of it. I always 
write things that come from the heart, or 
that come from things I’ve seen. I started 
writing when I was 13 and my dad got sick 
{Monroe’s father died of cancer when she was 
13], and that was just raw emotion coming 
out, almost like a journal put to music. 


Why do you think you were drawn to song- 
writing for that outlet versus just writing in 

a diary? 

I'd always sung, and Id just gotten a guitar for 
my 13th birthday so I’d been learning chords. 
It was just natural for me to take my despair 
and set it to music. 


In an NPR interview you mentioned how 
crazy your life has been up to this point, 
and said you needed to write a book. What 
would you title your autobiography? 
{Laughs.]} I don’t know. That’s a 
tough one. Maybe “Whew.”

It’s amazing that 
three people can have that good a connec- 
tion. It was very unexpected, but we’ve 
definitely had some amazing times. 


You appeared on a “Hunger Games” 
soundtrack. What would your weapon 

of choice be in a survivor-take-all battle 
royale? 

I'd like to learn how to shoot a bow and ar- 
row; I think that’d be pretty amazing. I don’t 
know how to, but I’d like to. I don’t think I’d 
fare wonderfully {in that kind of competi- 
tion], but I’d be fighting for my life, so you 
never know. I could turn out to be the best.
